The  Purdue  Calumet  Lakers  defeated  the  Tigers 
from  Olivet  Nazarene  72-64  to  clinch  the 
Chicagoland  Collegiate  Athletic  regular  season 
Conference  Title.  The  Lakers  finished  in  first  with  a 
record  of  9-3  in  the  conference  and  16-16  overall. 

In  October  1994,  conference  coaches  picked  the 
Lakers  to  finish  in  fourth  place,  behind  St.  Francis, 
Olivet  and  St.  Xavier.  However,  the  Lakers  turned  the 
tables  completely  around  and  put  themselves  on  the 
road  for  the  title. 

No  matter  win  or  lose,  this  was  a  team  that  was 
determined  to  play  hard  all  season  long  and  stay  with¬ 
in  range  of  first  place. 

The  test  came  when  the  Lakers  played  the  Tigers 
at  Olivet.  The  Tigers  had  won  5  out  of  the  last  6 
CCAC  Conference  Titles.  That  didn’t  bother  the 
Lakers  when  they  defeated  the  Tigers  and  moved 
closer  to  first.  In  fact,  the  Lakers  were  the  only  team 
to  beat  the  Tigers  at  Olivet  this  year  and  the  only 
team  to  have  beaten  them  twice,  which  gave  them  the 
tie  breaker  to  win  the  title. 

"It  [winning  the  conference]  feels  good,”  said 
Senior  Chris  Adzia.  “We  kept  working  for  it.”  Adzia 
is  the  only  senior  on  the  team.

Touting  student  accomplishments  is  something  we  take  much  pride  in 
doing. 

Periodically,  we  have  used 
this  space  to  commend  the 
efforts  of  individual  stu¬ 
dents  and  student 
organizations  alike.  We’d 
like  to  do  so  again  this 
week. 

The  Purdue  Calumet  stu¬ 
dent  chapter  of  the  Society 
of  Hispanic  Professional  En¬ 
gineers  (SHPE)  is  a 
relatively  new  organization 
on  our  campus.  But  since 
its  evolvement  in  1989,  it 
has  been  one  of  our  busiest 
and  most  active  groups. 

Last  year,  it  was  recognized 
as  the  “Most  Improved” 

SHPE  chapter  among  more 
than  125  nationally — in¬ 
deed  a  noteworthy 
distinction.

Some  of  the  activities  of  the 
group  over  the  past  couple  years  include  holding  a  community 
clean-up  day  in  East  Chicago,  sponsoring  an  on-campus  appear¬ 
ance  by  NASA  astronaut  Ellen  Ochoa  and  organizing  Hispanic 
Role  Model  and  Community  Engineering  Days  on  campus.

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Project  Transitions  to  open 
Women’s  Resource  Center

“As  women,  we  are  all  in  transi¬ 
tion,”  said  Director  of  Women’s 
Studies  Colette  Morrow. 

Women  experience  many  transi¬ 
tions  in  their  lives:  entrance  into 
college,  marriage,  motherhood, 
career  entrance  or  a  personal  crisis. 

Morrow,  along  with  Susan 
Wilson  and  Susan  Jaskula,  interns 
for  the  Women’s  Studies  depart¬ 
ment,  realized  the  need  for  a  place 
for  women  to  go  to  for  information 
to  empower  themselves  as  they 
experience  transitions  in  their 
lives.  Enter  Project  Transitions. 

The  goal  of  Project  Transitions 
is  to  develop  a  Women’s  Resource 
Center  on  campus  to  provide 
women  with  information  they  need 
in  order  to  succeed  in  their  endeav¬ 
ors. 

According  to  Wilson  and 
Jaskula,  the  Project  Transitions 
Goal  Statement  is:  “The  proposed 
resource  center  would  be  a  center 
for  women  to  obtain  information, 
gain  strength,  and  build  a  commu¬ 
nity  of  friends  and  colleagues  with¬ 
in  the  University  and  the  Calumet 
Region  area.” 

Women  from  the  faculty,  student 
body  and  the  surrounding  commu¬ 
nity  attended  the  first  meeting  of 
Project  Transitions  of  Thursday, 


Feb.  23.  Discussion  at  the  meeting 
centered  around  the  kinds  of  ser¬ 
vices  that  should  be  available 
through  the  Women’s  Resource 
Center. 

“[We  need]. ..to  find  out  what 
women  want  the  Women’s 
Resource  Center  to  be  about,”  said 
Wilson. 

Some  of  the  ideas  included 
career  development  advice,  help 
finding  education  funding,  support 
for  new  and  returning  students  and 
activities  to  facilitate  networking 
and  developing  a  circle  of  friends. 
The  center  would  also  focus  around 
women  from  the  Calumet  Region 
community. 

“We  would  like  to  establish  a 
contact  with  the  community,”  said 
Wilson.  “Every  women  on  this 
campus  or  in  the  community  can 
get  involved.” 

The  Women’s  Resource  Center 
is  in  its  early  stages  of  develop¬ 
ment  and  Project  Transitions  is 
looking  for  interested  students 
and  faculty  to  express  their  ideas 
and  opinions  concerning  the  cen¬ 
ter.

A  serious  criminal  offense? 


In  this  week’s  “It’s  Your 
Government”  column,  SG 
claims  the  administration  stated 
that  the  “possession  of  a  hand¬ 
gun  is  a  serious  criminal 
offense”  in  the  Administration 
Update,  dated  Jan.  18. 

But  if  the  committee  investi¬ 
gating  the  matter  had  actually 
read  the  Administration  Update, 
they  would  have  noted  that  the 
Administration  Update  actually 
read: 

"Our  position  is  that  we 
have  zero  tolerance  for  anyone 
who  brings  a  gun  to  campus,  ” 
PCal  Police  Chief  Stephen 
C haddock  said  Furthermore, 
the  chief  notes,  his  departmen¬ 
t’s  annual  report,  "Security 
Facts  and  Figures,  ”  indicates 
in  no  uncertain  terms  that 
"possession  and/or  use  of 
firearms  is  strictly  prohibited 
on  campus  property  unless 
authorized  by  the  Department 
of  University  Police.  ” 

After  reading  this  and  com¬ 
paring  it  to  the  SG  column,  you 
will  see  that  they  are  obviously 
misinformed. 

The  Administration  Update 
stated  that  it  is  against  school 
policy  to  bring  a  gun  to  campus. 
They  said  nothing  about  the 


ownership  of  a  handgun  being  a 
“serious  criminal  offense.” 

Also,  SG  states  that  “the 
policies,  regulations  and  rights 
are  never  fully  explained  to  the 
students  here  at  PUC”  but  are 
available  in  a  handbook  to  stu¬ 
dents  at  the  Information  Desk. 
SG  wonders,  “How  many  stu¬ 
dents  are  aware  of  this?” 

Isn’t  this  SG’s  responsibility 
to  inform  students  of  the  poli¬ 
cies  and  their  rights  as  students? 
This  is  the  reason  they  have  a 
column  in  The  Chronicle. 

Their  column  this  week  was 
not  to  inform  students  of  the 
handgun  policy,  but  to  complain 
about  the  University  infringing 
upon  die  student’s  Constitutional 
rights  to  own  a  handgun.  Is  that 
what  die  University  did? 

No.  The  University  said 
nothing  about  the  possession  of 
a  handgun  being  a  serious  crim¬ 
inal  offense.  They  stated  that 
guns  are  simply  not  allowed  on 
campus. 

Of  course  it  is  legal  for  a 
person  to  register  for  the  owner¬ 
ship  of  a  handgun,  as  SG  claims, 
and  yes,  the  Fourth  Amendment 
is  still  in  effect.  But  that  does 
not  give  students  the  right  to 
bring  a  handgun  to  school. 
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You  know  what  they  say 
about  opinions:  They’re  like  a 
part  of  anatomy  everyone  has, 
and  they  all  stink. 

Every  now  and  then  it 
would  seem  that  a  person’s 
opinion  can  be  proven  as  true 
by  having  him  present  facts 
that  support  his  argument  or 
contention.  It  should  follow 
that  others  would  realize  and 
accept  the  truth  by  way  of 
researching  the  facts,  and 
agreement  would  arise. 

Of  course  in  reality  this 
rarely  happens.  There  are 
many  reasons  for  this:  occa¬ 
sionally  there  is  a  perception 
that  facts  are  usurped  and  used 
out  of  context  (the  basis  of  the 
phrase  “Lies,  damn  lies  and 
statistics”),  and  then  there  is 
the  contention  that  no-one 
really  knows  what  happened, 
or  what  the  true  facts  are. 

These  arguments  are  the 
basis  of  complaints  about  the 
inability  of  the  mass  media  to 
accurately  and  truthfully 
inform. 

Purveyors  of  ideology 
point  to  the  media  and  say  that 
those  controlling  the  distribu¬ 
tion  of  what  the  public  sees  or 
hears  show  only  one  side  of  an 
issue;  only  presenting  the  side 
that  benefits  the  “conserva¬ 
tive”  or  “liberal”  side  of  an 
argument. 

Obviously,  this  only  hap¬ 
pens  when  the  facts  do  not 
bolster  their  position.  When 
the  media  supports  their  side, 
pundits  feel  media  producers 
are  OK  Joes. 

Now,  conservative  dema¬ 
gogues  are  usually  the  ones 
heard  attacking  the  “liberal

press.”  Even  though  the  per¬ 
ception  of  a  “liberal  press”  is 
presented  foremost  in  the  stan¬ 
dard  media  outlets,  there  is  a 
significant  amount  of  literature 
and  opinion  from  the  left  say¬ 
ing  that  it  is  the  right  that  wins 
out  in  the  press. 

They  purport  that  big  busi¬ 
ness  and  reactionary  govern¬ 
ment  curtail  what  is  shown  in 
print  in  order  to  shape 
American  thought.  They  offer 
evidence  that  shows  the  US 
media  machine  stifles  some 
significant  information  about 
policies  enacted  here  and  over¬ 
seas  by  our  government  that 
might  be  construed  as  unfavor¬ 
able  to  a  moral-acting  institu¬ 
tion. 

More  importantly,  though, 
there  is  ample  evidence  of  the 
press  in  this  country  printing 
information  detrimental  to 
conservative  US  policy  here 
and  abroad.  This  information 
clearly  shows-up  unfounded 
accusations  by  the  conserva¬ 
tive  pundits,  as  well  as  it 
describe  inhumane  or  immoral 
actions  tied  to  US  policy. 

What  renders  this  informa¬ 
tion  impotent  is  the  tendency 
of  the  American  public  to 
gloss  over  such  stories,  and 
believe  explanations  -  factual 
or  not  -  that  the  government, 
its  agencies  or  supporters  of  its 
various  policies  offer. 

The  implication  of  this  is 
not  so  much  the  tendency  of 
the  truth  being  withheld  from 
the  public  -  even  though  does 
happen  to  some  extent  as  I 


stated  above  -  it  is  the  tenden¬ 
cy  of  people  to  listen  to  short 
snippets  of  information  and 
believe  the  simplistic  informa¬ 
tion  offered  there-in. 
Whenever  in  depth  analysis  is 
offered  either  not  enough  time 
is  allowed,  or  when  there  is, 
the  public's  attention  is  hard  to 
hold. 

Any  discussion  of  this  ten¬ 
dency  centers  around  is  the 
Chicken  or  The  Egg  question: 
which  came  first. 

Did  the  media  train  the 
public  to  be  content  with  sim¬ 
plistic  news,  and  avoid  think¬ 
ing  and  critically  comparing 
information?  Did  the  public 
become  disenchanted  with  the 
news,  not  knowing  who  or 
what  to  believe,  and  abandon 
trying?  Or,  did  the  public 
become  too  busy  with  their 
own  problems,  or  unconcerned 
about  others  problems,  to 
care? 

If  one  looks  to  print  and 
broadcast  media  polls,  it  seems 
the  public  has  decided  that  it 
does  not  wish  to  be  burdened 
with  masses  of  information. 
Cute  and  simplistic  but  outra¬ 
geous  stories  seem  to  fare  bet¬ 
ter  in  the  news. 

And  what  must  be  remem¬ 
bered  is  that,  as  a  rule,  the 
media  is  out  to  make  profit, 
not  to  enlighten  the  public. 
The  “bottom  line”  is  as  impor¬ 
tant  in  media  business  as  much 
as  any  other. 

So,  until  John  Q.  Public 
decides  to  take  an  interest  in  the 
real  news  and  demands  truthful, 
in  depth  reporting  we  had  better 
get  used  to  O.J.  and  Rush. 
Fantasy  and  fiction  in  reporting. 
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What  are  some  of  the  difficulties  you  face 
as  a  working  mother  who  goes  to  college?

The  committee  investigating  this 
matter  has  run  into  some  difficulty  in 
obtaining  information  about  the  poli¬ 
cy  violation.  They  would  like  any¬ 
body  who  has  knowledge  concerning 
this  matter,  to  contact  SG  in  C-324G, 
or  call  the  SG  office  at  ext.  2394. 
Finally,  the  committee  investigating 
this  matter,  believes  that  the  adminis¬ 
tration  should  not  be  stating  in  any 
publication  that  the  possession  of  a 
hand-gun  is  a  serious  criminal 
offense.  The  Fourth  Amendment 
states  that  it  is  not  a  criminal  offense.

Larry  Liddle  is  in  his  14th  year  as 
Head  Coach  of  the  Lakers.  This  year 
Coach  Liddle  was  named  Coach  of  the 
Year.  “This  award  is  earned  by  the  staff 
and  players,”  said  Liddle.  "It's  a  team 
game  not  just  one  person” 

This  year  he  heads  into  the  playoffs 
with  a  career  record  of  210-227.  Liddle 
was  named  coach  of  the  year  in  the 
1986-87  season  when  the  Lakers  won 
the  CCAC  title. 

Liddle  started  his  basketball  career 


at  Rockville  High  School  where  he  was 
coach  for  two  seasons,  before  coaching 
Milan  High  School  (5  years)  and  Oak 
Hill  Junior  High  School  (1  year). 

In  1969,  Liddle  came  to  the 
Northwest  area  and  became  Head 
Coach  at  Hammond  Clark  High  School. 
In  his  four  years  at  Clark,  he  led  the 
Pioneers  to  sectional  championships  in 
1970,  1971  and  1972.  He  then  went  on 
to  coach  the  Pirates  at  Merrilliville 
High  School  were  he  won  one  sectional 
title. 

In  1976,  Liddle  became  the  head 
coach  at  Marion  High  School  in 


Central  Indiana.  In  his  five  seasons  at 
Marion,  Liddle  led  the  Marion  Giants 
to  five  straight  sectional  champi¬ 
onships,  five  regular  titles  and  a  state 
final  four  berth. 

During  his  career,  Liddle  has  a 
record  of  388-122,  11  sectional  cham¬ 
pionships,  five  regular  crowns  one 
semi  state  victory,  along  with  1 1  con¬ 
ference  titles. 

Liddle  came  to  the  college  level  at 
Purdue  Calumet  in  1981.  This  year, 
Liddle's  Lakers  finished  with  a  season 
record  of  16-16,  and  9-3  in  the  confer¬ 
ence.

u  Bench  step  aerobics  can  cause  serious 
injuries.  To  protect  yourself:  Short  people  and 
those  prone  to  knee  injuries  should  use  a  step 
no  more  than  six  inches  high;  look  down  at 
the  bench  every  few  seconds  to  be  sure  you 
remain  aware  of  its  location;  plant  your  heel 
firmly  in  the  middle  of  the  bench;  do  not 
bend  your  knees  more  than  90  degrees;  and 
don't  pivot  on  a  bent  knee, 
u  If  you  walked  three  miles  a  day  (at  4  mph) 
every  day  for  a  year,  you  would  lose  approxi¬ 
mately  35  pounds.  Also,  you  would  be  more 
likely  to  keep  it  off  than  by  going  on  a  com¬ 
mercial  diet  plan. 

u  Mild  exercise  (such  as  walking)  after  eating 
helps  to  relieve  minor  indigestion, 
u  Exercise  will  help  keep  skin  looking  young.

This  movie  continues 
a  sad  state  of  affairs  that 
has  left  Chen  and  co-star 
John  Lone,  both  who  first 
gained  notice  in  the  mag¬ 
nificent,  Oscar  winning 
The  Last  Emperor  (1986), 
reduced  to  stereotypes  in 
B-movies. 

Lone  has  been  riding 
on  the  low  road  (except¬ 
ing  M.  Butterfly,  some 
will  remember  that  his 


hammy  acting  was  the  only  good  thing 
about  the  ridiculous  Shadow)  and  wastes 
his  talent  playing  the  calm,  bloodthirsty 
leader  of  a  rent-a-ninja  cult.  Newcomer 
Yoshio  Harada  as  the  rough-hewn 
samurai  Takeda,  looks  right  at  home  in 
this  genre  but  is  far  too  cool  for  the 
minimal  part  he  was  given.  He's 
screaming  for  a  chance  in  a  John  Woo 
(the  Hong  Kong  action  director/god) 
film. 

Lambert  is  here  just  because  he’s 
MacLeod  from  The  Highlander  and  the 
movie  producers  probably  whined  for  a 
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Caucasian  headliner.  He  is  quite  clue¬ 
less-  the  belt  he  wears  in  his  martial  arts 
experience  is  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
keeping  his  pants  up. 

His  character  rolls  his  eyes  helpless¬ 
ly  at  the  over-fanatical  fury  (and  in  awe 
too,  I’m  sure,  by  the  talent  surrounding 
him)  of  these  warriors,  yet  you  won’t. 
Though  he  does  save  the  day,  his  co- 
stars,  the  script’s  healthy  sense  of  light 
humor  and  some  nice  sword  thrusts 
save  this  otherwise  bland  movie.  *  *
